In the cabin of the little vessel the 
woman found barely enough food to 
support life, and she was able to 
keep from being knocked about the 
cabin only by cling:ng to a rope. 

It was Saturday when the vessel 
left Lerwick, and fora whole week 
the old woman clung to the rope, 
while the craft was tossed about at 
the mans of the wind and waves, 
and finally, on Sunday morning, 
eight days after she was given up 
for lost, the vessel went ashore on 
the Norwegian coast, near Skager 
Rack Channel, having traversed 
more than 200 miles of stormy water. 
Here Elizabeth wasrescued by fisher- 
men, and in spite of the hardships 
she had undergone she at once re- 

ained her strength and has returned 
o— none the worse for her remark- 
able voyage. With enterprise that 
is almost American the manager of 
the Royal Aquarium has offered her 
a position in his museum. But 
Elizabeth has declined. ‘‘Faith,”’ 
she said, ‘‘I’ve traveled enough for 
the rest of my poor days.’’—(N. Y.

The State Fair promises to be one 
of the most useful institutions in 
the State. There must be a lorg, 
veriod of experimenting before the 
stock min aod farmer can know 
what grains and grasses are best 
adapted to our different kinds of 
soil and climate, what kinds of 
tools and machines work best and 
what breeds or crosses of cattle, 
horses, sheep, hogs, ete., can be 
raised profitably and certainly. 
The friends of the fair all over the 
State made extra efforts to have it 
a success last Fall, with the idea 
that the State would help it if it 
could be showo that there was a 
general demand for it. Thia was 
proven completely, for visitors and 
exhibitors came from all! over the 
Btate, and the interest shown was 
yemarkable. We think the friends 
of agriculture and stock raising are 
justified in asking the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature to follow the 
example of other States and put 
the State Fair on a permanent and 
effective footing.

EDITORIAL NOTES 


The case of Dr. McGlynn brings 
up in definite form the most import- 
ant issues which have ever been 
presented in the history of the 
Catholic Church in the United 
States.

The Inter-State Commerce Bill 
Passes the Senate. 
WASHINGTON, January 14. 

The Senate was occupied all day and 
until late to-night with the discussion 
of the Inter-State Commerce Dill. 
Many Senators spoke for and against 
the measure. Atone time it seemed 
as if a majority favored the recommit- 
tal of the bill to the committee for 
amendment. 

Mr. Morgan, in favoring a recom- 
mittal of the bill, said that if he had 
the money of Jay Gould, his talents, 
his enterprise, his ambition to absorb 
railroads and to put them under a sin- 
gle ownership, be would not want 
any better law passed than this law in 
relation to pooling. 

Mr. Cullom rose to close the debate. 
He had been listening all day, he said, 
to the assaults on the bill, until he had 
almost become convinced that he was 
most vicious toward the railroads. 
And yet most of the assaults upon it 
were in relation to the provisions 
which were in the bill as it passed the 
Senate.

Gilmour recovered and de- 
sired to continue the fight bat was pre- 
vented by his backer and the referes. 
He was frightiully punished and was 
put to bed, with physiciansin attend- 
ance upon him.
